Eidtor Telegraph: 
Not quite two years ago I wrote 
you a letter on my trip to the g reat­ 
est wonder in the world— the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado in Arizona— 
and tonight will try and write of my 
visit to the city of San 
Francisco, 
which would not have been hard to 
do were it a year ago instead of now; 
but for one to form any idea of what 
is to be seen there from pictures you 
see or what can be told, is a very dif­ 
ficult m atter— you have to see it for 
yourself, and, like the Grand Can­ 
yon, it is almost indescribable. 
My wife and I left Los Angeles 
over the Santa Fe via. Barstow, Cal., 
on the evening of October 10th, a r­ 
riving at Barstow at 1 a. m. where 
we had to wait two hours for the 
train to San Francisco from the east. 
It is a very round-about way to get 
to San Francisco from Los Angeles, 
and I do not recommend it to any­ 
one wishing to m ake time. We ar­ 
rived at San Francisco, or rather 
this side of the bay, at 8 o ’clock the 
next 
night, stopping a t 
Oakland. 
Cal., over night, taking the ferry 
across to San Francisco the 
next 
morning. 


The first sight that greets you eye, 
on arrival at the ferry, is a stretch 
of territory which was 
once 
the 
heart of San Francisco’s wholesale 
and retail district, three miles wide 
and four miles long, of nothing but 
ruins of what once were fine business 
blocks. 
On arrival at the ferry I 
at once looked up some of the boys 
at our office to find out a good ho- 


eight and one-fifth miles (the 
dis­ 
tance fro mthe bottom to the 
top 
where a hotel is located a t 
which 
meals at a reasonable price can be 
obtained), during which there is an 
ascent of about two thousand fi'e bun 
dred feet, the steepest grade being 
about seven pe ■ cent. 
The longest 
straight pi^'e of track on this ron.l 
^ is but four hun lred an 1 thirteen feet. 
• About half way up the mountain, 
is 
what is termed the 
“double 
bow 
• knot,” where the track parallels it- 
jself five times within a distance of 
three hundred feet, foru ing as the 
name denotes, almost a perfcvt dou­ 
ble bow knot. 
The Tact of overcom­ 
ing the grades in such a short dis­ 
tance and in such an ingenious m an­ 
ner has caused the 
“double 
bow 
knot’’ on Mt. Tainalpais to he pro­ 
nounced one of the greatest of rail­ 
road engineering feats. 
On a clear 
day from the summit of the m oun­ 
tain can be seen tne Sierra Nevada 
mountains, bordering on the state of 
Nevada, one hundred and fifty-five 
miles distant, but it was not very 
clear on the day we were there. 
The trip to Mt. Tama/pais is one 
that no visito rto that part of the 
state can afford *o overlook. On our 
return to San Francisco that after­ 
noon we had time to take in “ Knob 
Hill,” w hat was before tl.s fire the 
aristocratic residence portion of the 
city. 
While wandering aboutt the 
ruins, looking for a possible souven­ 
ir of some sort, a fellow drove up :n 
a buggy and I asked him if he knew 
whose place the one on the com er 
where we were, had been. I think he 
must have 
been an employe of the 
city, as he had some maps and wa^ 
looking over 
tha t 
territory. 
He 
proved to he an Elk and S. A. W. V. 
and told me that we better get out 
of there as he had been held up the 
day before in tha t vicinity and that 
there were five or six people held up 
every day (This was about 4 p. m .), 
so we did not stop around there long 
to find out if he was right. We had 
intended to go from there down into 
what had been Chinatown, but he 
said that was more dangerous, in the 
day-time, than where we then were. 
I had observed several rough looking 
men as we walked along, but thought 
nothing about any danger of hold­ 
ups. 
It is almost unsafe to be out 
nights off the main street— Van Ness 
avenue— and a reign of crime, m ur­ 
der and robbery has been ever since 
the shake. 
» 
The third day, Sunday, we went 
out to the Presidio in the morning, 
but, being Sunday, there was 
not 
much doing: in rhe afternoon we took 
a trip over to Berkeley, across 
the 
bay, and, after a ride around the 
town (population 60,000 and not a 
decent hotel or restauran t 
in 
the 
city ) went over to the grounds of the 
University of California, which was 
the prettiest spot I saw since leav­ 
ing Los Angeles. 
The grounds are 
beautiful, covering a

acres.
